It leflens the Horrors of all uncommon extraordi- 
nary Dangéts. . The Reafon is, becaufe it may be detet- 
mined that we fhall die, when there is no Danger to be 
incurred from extraordinary Accidents, as well as when 
Death rages:moft, and makes the greateft Havock. 

If we confider only a natural,.or common Courfe of 
Providence, without any abfolute Appointments of our 
Deaths, we might be reajonably aftaid that every common 
Accident of Life might be the Occafion of our Death ; 
but when we believe that there is a particular Time, 
when we are to die;and that we cannot die at any other, 
we can apprenend no Danger in Cafes, when Dangers

© Rome, Dec. 4. The 28th of laft Month being the firft 
Day of Advent, the Hoft was expos’d to publick View 
in the Englifh Church dedicated to St. Thomas Becket, 
and publick Prayers were order’d there for imploring 
thejBlefling of Heaven on the Arms of the Chevalier de 
St. George’s eldeft Son.— 4 plain Proof they -are perfiaded 
at Rome, that bis Defign is to efablif) POPERY in Great 
Britain. 

Naples, Nov. 30. Several Scotch and Irith Officers, 
that ferv’d 1n the King’s Troops, have obtain’d their 
Difcharge of his Majefty, and are fet out for France, 
from whence they defign to go into the Service of the 
Chevalier de St. George’s eldeit Son. 

Genea, Dec. 4. It was on the zoth of Jaft Month that 
the City..of Baftia, Capital of the Ifland of Corfica, 
fursender’d to the Englifh, after a Bombardment of 24 
Hours, and a Siege of three Days: The Commitlary 
General Mari, the Garrifon, and the principal Inhabi- 
tants, retir’d to Ajaccio and Calvi; and we hear that 
the Rebels, feconded by Count Rivarola, whom the 
Englith landed in the Ifland, are marched towards Calvi, 
in order to Jay Siege-to it. 

Divers Conferences have been held here within thefe 
few Days on the Means to repair the Mifchief done to 
the Republick by the taking of Baftia, and we talk of 
fending 10 Corfica a Body of Troops, io endeavour to 
recover that City, and bring the Rebels to Reafon. 

Turin, Dec. 4. An Expiefs is arriv’d here with the 
Newsthat the Englifh have made themfejyes Mafters ot 
the City of Baftia, which has fubmuitted to the King and 
to the Emprefs. We alfo hear that the lroops which 
have taken the Caftle of Cafal, have pafs’d the Fo, in 
order to enter the Diftri& of Lomellino. 

Leclorn, Nov. 29. We nave receiv’d Advice, that fince 
the taking of Battia, the Corficans have alfo made ihem- 
felves Maiters of San Fiorenzo, which the Genoefe were 
likewife oblig’d to abandon. PL 

Bilogna, Dec. 4. Letters from Lombardy advifé, that 
the Auttrian Troops which lay in the Neighbourhood 


to cover this Foruefs, which feems to be threaten’d wih 
a Siege by the Spaniards. : 

We hear from Leghorn, that the four Englith Men of 
War and the Bomb-Ketches, which-put in there after 
the Bombardinent of Baftia, are faui’d again for the 
Coaft of Corfica, where a very ftrong Party has de- 
clar’d in Favour of them. 

Parma, Dec.7. We did flatter ourfelves that the Infant 
Don Philip would have come hither, in order to pafs 
the Winter among us, every Thing'being ready for his 
Reception 3 but we have juft receiv’d Advice that his 
Royal Highnefs is gone to Pavia, in order to put him- 
{elf at the Head of an Army of 30,0co Men, which, 
it’s faid, is deftin’d to make the Conqueft of the Mila- 
neze: The Duke of Medena, Martha! Maillebois and 
General Count Gage accompany his Royal Highnefs to 
Pavi. 

Madrid, Nov. 30. We have receiv’d Advice, that Part 
of the King’s Squadron at Carthagena fer Sail from 
thence the roth Initant for Ferro] in Galicia. 

- Petersburgh, Nov. 30. The Admiralty has fent down 
Orders to the Ports in the Baltick, vo enlift 5 or 6000 
Seamen for the Emprefs’s Navy. * 

Petersboung, Dec. 10. We have, for a long Time, been 
at a Lofsto guefs what Courfe our Emprefs really in- 
tended to purfue inthe prefent critical Situation of Af- 
fairs, between the Courts of Pruflia, Saxony, aad ,Vi- 
enna. The general Maxim here is Peace, and no Means 
are omitted to preferve it. All who afk our Affiftance 
receive very favourable Anfwers, efpecially the Court 
of Saxony, in whofe Intereit we fhould certainly engage, 
if with any Body. But as‘our Engagements are purely 
defenfive, we don’t know how to account for the Con- 
duct of that Court, who had: Peace offer’d them on fair 
Terms by the Maritime Powers; or wliy, as they re- 
jected it, we fhould be oblig’d to aflift them. As tothe 
Court of Vienna, we wonder ar nothing they either do 
or expe; becaufe, like the Houfe of Bourbon, they 
think every Body oblig’d to contribute to their Aggran- 
difement: But as we begin to have Thoughts that Way 
of our own, and have Reafon to hope we hall one Day 
hold.the Balance of Europe, in Conjunction with the 
Maritime Powers, or, perhaps, without them, it is not 
our [ntereft to contribute tod much to the increafing the 
Power of the Houfe of Auftria, no more than that of 
the Houfe of Bourbon. We know when to ftop the 
King of Pruffia ; and that Prince is Mafter of Penetra- 
ion enough to avoid drawing the Power of Ruffia upon

Schaveidnite in Silefia, Dec.9. The Auftrian General St. 
Andrew has fled from Landfhut with fo much Precipi- 
tation, that he did not remember to give Notice thereof 
to Philibert’s Regiment of Dragoons, which wascoming 
to his Affiftance: He took his Rout by Gottfberg, 
Schonberg and Friedland. The Van Guard of General 
Naffau’s Body of Troops, which was in Purfuit of 
him, having met with the 
Schwartzwalden, which Place they enter’d the 7th In- 
ftant, attack’d them direétly, kill’d many of them, and 
took So Prifonerc, with 100 Horfes and all the Baggage 
of the Regiment. Upon which General St. Ignon has 
retir’d from Griffau, General. Hohenembs from Libau, 
and Colonel Franchini from Hirfchberg. . 

Prague, Dec. t2. The King and Queen of Poland ar- 
riv’d here the qth Inftant, and his Polith Majefty ftill 
appears refolv’d to remain firm to his Engagements with 
the Houfe of Auftria. It is not yet known how long 
their Majefties will ftay here, as this muft depend on 
the Turn of Affairs in Saxony: If Things go ill there, 
it is not doubied but they will fei out for Poland. 

Berlin, Dec. t4 The laft Advices from Silefia fay, 
that the King having been inform‘ of the Incurfions 
which the Auftrians made into ‘hat Province, his Ma- 
jefty had thought fit to fend back thither General 
Naffau and Major-General Winterfield, with a Body of 
Troops fufticient to drive away the Enemies, This has 
been happily executed, General Naffau, after advancing 
as far as Freyberg and Furtten{tein, which the Huflars 
and Pandours abandon’d at his Approach, march’d to 
Waldenbourg, where the Auftrian General St. Andrew 
had taken Pott with his Bedy of Troops; but M. St. 
Andrew not thinking fir to wait for the Pruffians, re- 
treated in hafteto the Defiles of Landfhut, in order, as 
we fuppofe, to repafs the Mountains of Bohemia. 

Major General Winterfield, who had taken another 
Route with a Battalion of Grenadiers, a Regiment of 
Foot, and another of Dragoons, march’d towards 
Hirfchberg, where there is a Body of 4000 irregular 
Troops under Colonel Franchini and other Pastibons : 
We don’t know yet what Succefs he has had; only we 
hear that he has driven the Auftrians from all the Goal 
Pofts they ocupy’d on his Route, and does not doubt of 
fending us a good Account from Hirfchberg. 

Ratisbon, Dec. 16. The Affair of the Safety of the Em- 
pire was again brought on the Tapis in the Dyet the 
14th Inftant, and it was provifionally refolv’d to arm in 
Defence of the Empire, but without pretending to pre- 
judice any Body thereby, nor to break the Neutrality 
which the Empire ought to obferve with all poffible 
Exactnefs. ‘ 

The Auftrian Regiments that were to have taken up 
Winter Quarters in Franconia, have receiv’d Orders to 
march for Bohemia. 

Verfailles, Dec. 12. The roth Inftant an Exprefs ar- 
riv’d from Marfhal Maillebois with Advice, that the 
Town of Trin, fituated on the Po in the Dutchy of 
Montferrat, has furrender’d io the Infant n 
Philip. 

Paris, Dec. 13. The laft Advices from Italy fay, that 
the na g of Sardinia has order’d the City of Turin to be 
unpav’d, for fear the combin’d Army fhould come and 
bombard it, to be even with him for what the Englith 
have done at Baftia. 

Paris, Dec.17. We hear the Embarkation of Troops 
defign’d for the Service of the Pretender’s eldeft Son, is 
fix’d for the 25th Inftant: This Body of Troops confifts 
of the Irith and Scotch in the King’s Service, with the 
Regiments of Normandy, Crillon, and Nivernois. It 
is itill faid that the Duke de Richelieu is appointed 
Commander in Chief of this Corps, It is-given out 
here, that Marthal Belleifle will march towards the Elec- 
torate of Hanover withan Army of 30000 Men. 

The Marquefs d’Argenfon, Secretary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs, has declar’d to M. Van Hoey, the Dutch 
Minifter, ‘ That the King ftill hopes their High Migh- 
* tinefles will refolve to procure him Satisfaétion in re- 
. gard to the three Ships belonging to the Eaft-India 
* Company of this Kingdom; but that if this Satisfac- 
* tion fhould be refus’d, his Majefty is refolv’d to take 
* proper Meafures to procure it.’ 

Brufels, Dec. 16, We have had a great deal of Talk 
here, within thefe few Days, of a egotiation faid to 
be on the Tapis for a Treaty of Neutrality relating to the 
Netherlands: Divers Letters from the Frontiers of 
France have mention’d the fame, but we don’t yet know 
whether there is any Foundation for this Report. How-
